Council calls on town 
to get thinking of ways 
to celebrate the jubilee

AXMINSTER residents have 
been asked to get their thinking 
caps on and propose a 
permament way to mark the 
Queen’s Diamond Jubilee in 
2012. 

The issue has been on Axminster 
Town Council’s agenda for a while, 
and will be discussed again during 
the meeting on Monday, July 12th. 

Councillor Jeremy Walden 
originally raised the issue and 
councillors are now seeking help 
from the public. 


The jubilee may be two years away, 
but councillors want to make a 
decision as soon as possible to have 
enough time to plan and raise any 
money that may be required. 

Councillor Walden has already 
thrown his hat into the ring by 
proposing that a greenfield area at St 
Mary’s playing field be transferred to 
the town council. 

The area is currently owned by a 
developer and leased to East Devon 
District Council, according to 
councillor Walden. 

His idea is that ownership should be 
transferred to the town council — 
through what is known as Section 
106 negotiations as part of the 
planning process — for it to create 


and maintain a jubilee park. 

Other ideas put forward include the 
planting of 60 trees around the town, 
and the provision of a sculpture or 
two. 

Councillors are keen to hear the 
views of townspeople and councillor 
Walden said: “There may well be 
street parties etcetera by other 
organisations but we are thinking of a 
permanent commemoration, and are 
looking for suggestions from 
townspeople.” 

Councillor Walden is a republican 
and therefore an unlikely promoter of 
a permanent commemoration. 

He explained: “I’m a republican but 
I recognise that there are many 
people in the town who think that the 


Queen has given 60 years of 
dedicated service. 

“It would be churlish of me to allow 
my own personal opinions to colour 
the citizens’ views, which is why I 
suggested a permanent 

commemoration.’ ’ 

Residents with ideas are asked to 
submit them no later than Monday 
July 12th to the town council. 

Mr Walden said ideas can be 
submitted by the usual methods of 
letter, e-mail, fax and phone or by 
attending and speaking at the public 
forum session of the July 12th town 
council meeting. 

The meeting starts at 7.15pm and 
will be staged in The Guildhall.

Disruption at 
a minimum, 
says hospital 

NHS bosses say a deep cleaning 
programme at Axminster 
Hospital has “been carefully 
planned to ensure minimum 
disruption to patients”.

Jan Ingram, assistant director of 
health and social care for NHS 
Devon, said: “The deep clean 
programme has been carefully 
planned to ensure minimum 
disruption to patients.” 

An NHS spokesman added: “All 
other community hospitals in east 
and mid Devon will remain open 
during this period. 

“The programme, which also 
includes maintenance and 
improvement works, is being 
implemented in addition to routine 
cleaning procedures in a move 
designed to cause as little disruption 
to patients as possible. 

“It will also create opportunities for 
staff to undergo further training or 
gain experience in other areas.”

MP apologises for 
blunder over letter

HONITON Town Council has 
submitted an application to 
create 46 alltoments and a five 
space car park at an area close to 
Honiton Bottom Road. 

Planning documents have been 
received by East Devon District 
Council who will make a decision in 
due course. 

The document states: “This 
proposal seeks to use part of the land 
designated as public open space 
along Honiton Bottom Road as an 
area of allotments, comprising 46 
half size allotments. 

“The town council has a statutory 
duty to provide allotments where 
there is an identified need. 

“A recent survey by the town 


council to identify such a need 
resulted in some 127 respondents 
confirming that they wanted to go on 
the list to have an allotment. 

“The site is well placed in terms of 
sustainable transport needs, being 
particularly well placed for 
pedestrian access. 

“It is noted that there have been 
objections in the past based on a 
misconception that all of the open 
space would be used, however, that is 
clearly not the case.” 

The Highways Agency has been 
consulted over the plans and says it 
has no objections in principle. 

Peter Fleming, the tree warden for 
Honiton Town Council, has carried 
out an inspection of the site and has 
found that a common oak tree will 
need to be protected during any 
works carried out at the site. 

Mill Water Special School is close 


to the proposed allotment site and it 
has also been consulted over the 
plan. 

A spokesman for the school said: 
“The pupils at our school benefit 
greatly from gardening activities and 
many already visit West Hill 
Nurseries and Bicton College to 
grow produce. 

“If we were able to have a small 
local plot of land some of our less 
able students would be able to further 
their independence and social skills, 
it would be an invaluable addition to 
their education.” 

However, not everyone is happy 
with the proposal. 

As previously reported in Pulman’s 
View , Alan Kimbell, of Marker Way, 
Honiton, says his property adjoins 
the proposed allotments site and that 
he was not consulted over the plans.

“I take full responsibility.” 

He also said his team had been 
under some pressure and had not had 
an office until very recently. 

He added: “I realise the seriousness 
of the situation. We can only 
apologise.” 

• Mr Parish recently attended a 
networking session with carers in the 
House of Commons. 

The session was part of Carers’ 
Week and Mr Parish said after the 
event: “It’s clear that many carers are 
sacrificing their own lives, unable to 
do the little things that most of us take 
for granted. 

“As a politician, I aim to influence 
and to bring about real change for 
carers in Tiverton and Honiton and 
will be raising their concerns in 
West mi nster. 

“We need to ensure that respite 
centres, such as the Bungalow facility 
at Honiton Hospital, stay open. 

“I want to give carers back their 
lives, their health and happiness so 
they can carry on doing what they do 
best — caring.”

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Neighbours’ fear at 
low-flying aircraft

A LOW-FLYING military 
plane had West Hill residents 
worrying they would have a 
crash site on their doorstep. 

The low flying aircraft flew over 
the village at approximately 
11.30pm on Tuesday, June 22nd. 

One resident, John Davies, told 
Pulman’s View: “It woke me up. It 
struck me as being extremely low 
and I wondered if I was going to 
hear a crash. 


“It was very loud and very low 
and it alarmed me.” 

His neighbour, Simon Parsonson, 
gave an almost identical account of 
events, saying: “We thought it was 
coming down.” 

Living near Exeter Airport, Mr 
Parsonson is used to seeing planes 
but said he had never seen one so 
low in the area before. 

It has since been established that 
the plane was on a training mission 
and was not in any kind of trouble. 

An RAF spokesman said: “I can 
confirm that the aircraft your caller 
witnessed was likely to have been a 


Hercules. 

“This was authorised to operate 
in the south west peninsula 
between 11pm on June 22nd and 
12.55am on June 23rd. 

“This aircraft was carrying out 
routine low-flying training and was 
authorised to operate down to 
250ft.” 

Mr Parsonson agrees that the 
plane he saw was not lower than 
the authorised altitude and the RAF 
spokesman explained low flight 
policy by saying: “There is no area 
in the UK that is free of population 
that will allow us to undertake the 


necessary training required. 

“This will mean that there will be 
occasions when some members of 
the public may be disturbed. 

“This means that low-flying over 
built-up areas is unavoidable. 

“However, there are areas that are 
specifically excluded. 

“These include restricted 
airspace around civil aerodromes, 
glider sites, certain industrial sites 
and larger centres of population — 
generally these will be towns of 
over 10,000 inhabitants, although 
flying around the outskirts will still 
be witnessed.”

A booklet answering questions 
about the Pope’s forthcoming visit are 
being sent to parishes, politicians and 
journalists this week. Launching the 
31-page booklet, The Most Revd 
Vincent Nichols, head of Catholics in 
England and Wales, hailed 
September’s four-day visit by Pope 
Benedict a ‘very significant moment’ 
for a nation facing hard times ahead. 

“In times of difficulty, we need all 
the inner resources that we can 
muster,” he said. 

The Pope in the UK booklet is 
partly designed to demystify 
Catholicism and address ‘a gap in 
public knowledge’ he said. On Pope 
Benedict’s itinerary is a visit to 
Westminster Abbey where the 


remains of the Saint Benedict reside 
in his tomb. Canon Jane Hedges, now 
a Canon of Westminster, and 
formerly Rector of St Paul’s Honiton, 
will be meeting the Pope. 

Church of England members and 
parishes are being reminded that a 
second election concerns them very 
shortly, namely elections to their 
General Synod. 

The com mi tment is for 10 days a 
year for five years and you can play 
a real part in the decisions about the 
church. Lay candidates have to be at 
least 18 years old, be actual 
communicants of the Church of 
England and on the electoral roll of a 
parish in the diocese. Members of the 
Deanery Synod, are the electorate. 
Closing date for nominations is 
September 3rd, which have to go to 
the Old Deanery Exeter. For forms 
and enquiries call 01392 294928. 

As the month changes to July there 
is a feast of music at St Andrew’s 
Colyton. On Friday, July 2nd the 
Simon Watterton Trio perform 
Beethoven’s Archduke Trio, and 
other trios by Haydn and Debussy. 

On Saturday, July 3rd there is a 
Come and Sing Haydn’s Creation 
starting in church at 11am, directed 
by Brian Kay. Then it is the turn of 
Branscombe Church to offer a 
concert in church on July 17th at 
7.30pm — in aid of the new 
cloakroom facilities. 

For charities — which include 
churches — the headline news in the 
second budget of 2010 was that VAT 
will rise to 20 per cent. The 
government will continue to explore 
with voluntary sector representatives 
ways to improve the Gift Aid system 
and assist charitable giving. 

Recognising the efficiencies that 
can be achieved by organisations such 



as churches sharing services and the 
potential VAT barrier that exists, the 
government has started discussions 
with charities and other affected 
sectors to consider options for 
implementing the EU cost sharing 
exemption. What was not revealed - 
though perhaps it was not to be 
expected in the circumstances - was 
the slightest hint as to the possible 
extension of the Listed Places of 
Worship Grant Scheme. 

The BBC launched a new ethics and 
religion programme broadcast on 
Sunday mornings at 10am on BBC1 
from June 27th. Sunday Morning 
Live will take its topical subject 
matter seriously, but issues will be 
tackled in an accessible way. 

The show is presented by Richard 
Bacon and Susanna Reid and is a 
mixture of short films and discussion 
between the presenters and studio 
guests, opening out to an audience 
from all parts of the UK.

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Reckless driver fails to report 
a dangerous oil spill on road 


EDITOR — On May 25th at about 
5.05pm my son was on his way home 
from work on his motorcycle riding 
along Chard Road into Axminster. 

On entering the 20mph zone he lost 
control of his bike and crashed 
outside Axe Valley Community 
College. 

My son phoned to tell me he had 
come off his bike. I went to the scene 
to find him in shock and a lot of pain 
and a broken bike. He couldn’t work 
out what had happened. 

Before I arrived the police were 
already on the scene along with the 
patient transport ambulance and crew 
from Axminster Hospital who helped 
him and took him to the injuries unit. 
Thank you to you all. 

The cause of my son’s crash was a 
very recent spray of oil, believed to be 
hydraulic oil from an agricultural 
vehicle that had sprayed onto the road 
surface due to a burst pipe or 
coupling. 

The approximate area was at least 
50 yards long and three feet wide. It 
was this that had caused him to lose 
control of his bike — he didn’t stand 
a chance. 

Once the initial hydraulic pressure 
had ceased a trail of oil continued, 
right turn at the junction, through the 
square down West Street straight to 


the roundabout into the lay-by where 
the vehicle stopped for a while 
leaving oil spilling out. 

This left a substantial amount of oil 
behind. Then they carried on causing 
further conta mi nation. There are also 
other oil trails leading to and from a 
farm in the Kilmington area. The oil 
stains can still be seen now. 

After contaminating the public 
highway with several gallons of 
hydraulic oil at what point did the 
driver realise there was a problem? 

If not at that moment then they 
certainly did soon after when they 
expected the hydraulics to work. The 
driver had a choice. 

To find out where the incident had 
occurred and report it immediately so 
as the appropriate action could be 
taken to avoid serious risk and injury 
to other road users, or fix the 
hydraulic leak and say nothing. It 
seems the latter was chosen. 

My son has had to have several days 
off work, a big knock to his 
confidence, been in a lot of pain from 
his injuries, which have needed 
redressing every other day and also 
been very painful for him. 

His bike is badly damaged and 
unusuable, this will cost a substantial 
amount of money to fix or replace. 

His clothing and crash helmet are 


also ruined. Yes, he has 
comprehensive insurance but he has 
£250 excess for bike damage, clothing 
not included. 

His premium will increase next year 
if he makes a claim. All this through 
no fault of his own. If the person 
responsible has any conscience they 
will come forward to offer 
compensation for his own doing. 

A message to farmers and farm 
contractors. I am not tarring all with 
the same brush. There are a small 
number of you out there who don’t 
seem to understand that it is their 
responsibility as operators to maintain 
their vehicles and equipment in a 
roadworthy state if used on the public 
highway. 

I say this especially at this time 
when silaging season is here with the 
tractors and trailers going to and fro, 
some leaving trails of oil behind 
them. They know who they are. Get it 
sorted before someone gets injured or 
worse.

Artist stresses tone 
in watercolour talk

South West Trains 
talk informs forum 


THE Axminster Senior’s Forum held 
a meeting on Monday, June 14th. The 
speaker was Philip Torjussen, station 
manager of west of England, South 
West Trains. 

He started by explaining how he had a 
Norwegian surname. His grandfather 
worked on timber ships out of Bergen and 
one day he saw a young lady on the 
dockside and fell in love and never 
returned to Norway. He promised that this 
was perfectly true. 

South West Trains have a franchise with 
the government and lease their trains from 
them. The number of trains they have is 
governed by this. Network Rail owns the 
tracks and stations and South West Trains 
rents these from them. 

It is Network Rail who built the new 
track a mile and half either side of 
Axminster station. Seven bridges had to be 
updated and there had to be a lift. The first 
two trains passed at the loop on December 
13th last year, this had not happened since 
1967. 

CCTV covers all of the station but 
unfortunately this does not stop the 
vandalism. He apologised to the members 
for the fact that the booking hall and toilets 
are closed when there are no staff on duty. 
But explained that while it was manned the 
toilets were damaged so it made it 
impossible to leave them open when no- 
one was there. 

One problem is the parking but they hope 
to have more space once Network Rail 
have cleared all of the debris left from the 
building works. 

Though the station is not manned all of 


the time they plan to open seven days a 
week at sometime in the future. With so 
many people buying their tickets on the 
internet not so many people come to the 
station to purchase. But they realised that 
there was a need for a personal touch, not 
everyone had the internet and the ticket 
machine was not popular with all 
passengers. 

Since the loop was built sales have 
increased. He explained that reserved seats 
no longer existed on their trains. They had 
found that there were plenty of seats and 
the booking system was not needed. 

Members asked a variety of questions 
and Mr Torjussen was able to answer them 
to everyone’s satisfaction. 

After a tea break the afternoon’s business 
was dealt with. Mr Tim Hall was 
introduced to the members. He deals with 
the publicity for the Senior Council for 
Devon going round to the 29 groups, 
dealing with articles for newspapers and 
generally giving a helping hand. He was 
scheduled to be with Axminster Senior’s 
Forum on Saturday, June 26th at their 
stand at the Axe Vale Festival. 

Members were also introduced to Peter 
Smart who is the co-ordinator currently 
setting up a memory cafe for Axminster.

isappeare 

THE two large escalonia hedges which border 
part of the garden are now in full red flower and 
should be attracting scores of honey and bumble 
bees. Usually, at this time of the year there is a 
steady vuvuzela-like hum as the insects buzz 
from flower to flower but, worryingly, there were 
only half-a-dozen honey bees and three or four 
bumble bees this morning, despite the glorious 
warmth and sunlight. 

The decline in the number of honey bees, and their 
bumbling cousins, is causing deep concern amongst 
bee-keepers and environmentalists country and world¬ 
wide. It’s not simply that honey will be in short supply, 
but the fact that these insects are an essential agent of 
pollination for a wide range of plants, many of which 
like strawberries and apples, include human food stuff. 

In America the honey bee pollinates over 90 crops and 
the value of these busy little workers is estimated, in 
terms of agricultural output, at around £8 billion 
annually, but for the past four years one third of the 
colonies have been wiped out in the winter. In Britain, 
where bees pollinate fruit and oilseed rape, their output 
value has been calculated at around £200 million. So 
what is going wrong? Why the decline? 

Bees have always been subject to various diseases, 
notably the Varroa mite which has wiped out whole 
colonies and was first seen in this country in 1992 but 
the most dramatic cause of bee loss is Colony Collapse, 
a phenomenon in which worker bees simply vanish and, 
as a result, the colony dies out. The reason for their 
disappearance is simply not known and, first noted in 
America, Colony Collapse has now appeared in several 
European countries. So far, the problem has not yet 
appeared in this country and beekeepers are praying 
that Britain will remain immune. One hopeful sign is 
the efforts being made to recruit more beekeepers and 
interest in this vital business does seem to be paying 
dividends with an increasing number of trainee 
beekeepers coming forward. 

If bees are on the decline so, I fear, are butterflies. At 
the moment there is a modest hatch of meadow browns 
in the grass fields where I live, and a few speckled 
woods are seen fluttering in spirals by the hedges, but 
apart from these and the odd white, nothing. No blues, 
no small coppers, no tortoiseshells — and as for moths, 
well, they appear to be virtually all extinct. 

In the recent past the outside lights would normally 
have attracted dozens of moths, but last night, for 
instance, I saw one in the garden, despite nicotiana 
plants in full flower and various other insect-attractors. 
It is incredibly depressing and one can only hope that 
the warm, sunny summer, so far, will help all insects to 
survive and increase. 

However, to cheer us up I hear that wildlife-friendly 
gardens will be celebrated at an award ceremony at 
Castle Gardens Centre, Sherborne, on Thursday, July 
15th. Dorset Wildlife Trust has joined with The 
Gardens Group to run the Wildlife Friendly Gardening 
Competition and awards will be presented by Clive 
Farrell of Ryewater Nursery. Clive is the creator of the 
world’s biggest butterfly park and research centre. 
Butterfly World, at St Albans in Hertfordshire which 
opened last year and winners will receive wall plaques 
and a wildlife friendly collection of plants and books. 

The awards, including a wildlife gardening talk by 
Clive Farrell, is open to all from 5.30pm to 7.30pm and 
tickets, costing £5 to include light refreshments, can be 
obtained from Joy Wallis at 

jwallis@dorsetwildlifetrust.org.uk or by calling 01305 
264620.

in response to tidal locations near Beer Head. 

The Walk of Life Summer School from July 12th - 16th 
will provide an opportunity to experience 5 days of cre¬ 
ative movement, journeying through these magical tidal 
landscapes. The Walk of Life approach to movement is 
based on the natural structure of the body and fosters a 
receptive and responsive attitude to oneself, to others and 
to the environment.
